WHY SAILORS CAN 
SPIN YARNS.

OSSIBLY the South Wall of the Liffey 
P has retained an old-world atmosp.ere 
to a greater extent than any part of the 
City of Dublin.

“THE KNIGHTS 


The approaching establishment of an 
lrwh Association of the Anights of 
Malta lends special interest to the earlier 
story of that diustrious Order in this 
country. The following brief account of 
the Irish Priory has been written by a 
distinguished student of its history, who 
has had access to sources of information 
not generally access 


‘HE Order of the Hospital of 8t. John 
‘| of Jerusalem entered Ireland along 
with the invaders from England in the 
iaccer part of the twelfth century, They 
are.said to have fixed their first chief seat 
at Wexford, where they were put in posses- 
sion of the parish churches and other 
ecclesiastical possessions, and where they may 
have seen an opportunity, according to their 
institute, of establishing a rt whence 
pilgrims might embark for the holy places 
in the Kast. 
But about the year 1174 the celebrated 
leader of the first invadion, Kichard Fitz- 
Gilbert, Earl of Striguil and Pembroke in 
Wales, who is commoniy known as Strongbow, 
being then Vice-Gerent in Ireland for the 
Aing of England, as well as asserted heir of 
the irish Kingdom of Leinster in right of 
his wife, granted to the Order a large tract 
of land on the south bank of the River 
Lifiey, not far to the west of the City 
of Dublin, which had just been made 
the seat of English administration. On 
this site there had been a very ancient 
religious house, called from the name of its 
founder, Cell Maighnenn. Here the Hospitallers 
established their principal house in Ireland, 
which being from the time of its foundation 
the seat of their head, or prior, in this 
country, was known as the priory of &il- 
mainan. « The grand prior of Ireland was 
styled the prior of Kilmainan from that time 
until the lrish possessions of the Order were 
confiscated. in later times, by a corrupt 
assimilation with English place names, Cell 
Maighnenn, or Kilmainan, became in common 
speech Kilmainhbam, and is now so written 
and pronounced at present. 


AN INDEPENDENT PRIORY. 


In the general organisation of the Hospital 
of Jerusaiem the priory of ireland was in- 
cluded in the Tongue (langue) of England, as 
was natural, for its members in both countries 
spoke the same language; but from the 
first it was independent of the priory 
of England. The first superior of whom 
mention is founi is Hugo de Cloghall, who, 
about the year 1180, is styled '' Master of the 
Hospital,” and is, therefore, reckoned the first 
Grand Prior of lreland. After him Maurice 
de Prendergast is definitely styled, about the 
rear 1202, “ Prior of the Brethren of the 
ospital of Jerusalem.”’ In 1248 Nicholas de 
S. Edward appears in a formal document *s 
“Prior ot the Hospital of Jerusalem in Ire- 
land.” His seal and counterseal attached 
to that document had for legends, 
“ Sigdlum Priorts de Kilmainan,” ** Secre- 
tum Prioris de Kilmainan,’’ showing at what 
an early date the popular and convenient 
title had supplanted the more formal one and 
obtained an oflicial recognition. 

The number of the Hospitallers that in those 
early years were introduced into Ireland 
can not have been inconsiderable, if one may 
judge from the large acquisitions they had to 
take over and manage. — “In Lemster, in 
Meath, and as far as the remotest parts of 
Munster the invaders were extending their 
acquisitions of territory, amongst which they 
found large quantities of church lands, from 
which the native clergy had either fled or 
been expelled. Not every Norman knight 
was as hardy as Richard Pipard, who, with- 
out scruple, built his castle on church lands 
and laid violent hands on the destructive 
bishop; some of them, with native adroitness, 
transferred the lands to their countrymen and 
associates of the military religious Orders, and 
left to them the building of the castles. In 
all quarters the Hospitallers received generous 
endowments, and occasionally the church pro- 
perty of districts as large as baronies was 
passed over to them, it would seem, before 
the donors had time to ascertain the names

ROGER OUTLAW. 


The Grand Prior of this period was 
perhaps, the greatest that the Irish Hospital 
was ruled by.

Chapter, was one of a family settled at Kil- 
kenny. He was Prior as early as 1516 at 
least, and he is named (Roger [U} utilaw), 
thirteenth of the Grand Priors who met jat 
Montpellier in 1330 under Grand Mastier 
Villanova. At this chapter he was appointéd 
for a further term of ten years fram 
8. John’s Day in 1331. The annua) responsion 
of the Priory of Ireland was then 2,000 
florins, which elsewhere is made the 

uivalent of 1,200 marks, or £800 sterling 
of the then currency (say, over £16,000 iat 
present), a sum sufficient to attest the revente 
of the priory. Three other priories, Cham- 
pagne, Portugal and Uapua, were each assessed, 
at’ that amount; Home and Pisa together’ 
at 1,600 florins, Venice at 1,500, Bo : 
at 1,200, Navarre at 1,000; others bad lesser;

coul r. ‘Tawney, like his predecessors 
from England, was employed. constantly as 
Chancellor of Ireland and im other public 
functions that were, no doubt, the missions 
complained of.

THE GREAT SCHISM, 


After Tawney, the effect of the Great 
Schism is seen in rival priors of Ireland—on 


the side of Clement VII., Peter Holt, after | 


he had obtained the title, joined Grand Master 
de Heredia at Rhodes. The Irish brethren, 
seizing this opportunity of regaining their 
independence, sent a representative to the 
Chapter-General of Urban VI.'s. obedience at 
Naples in 1384, and had their own nominee, 

ithard White, appointed as to a vacancy 
arising from Tawney’s death. Another Irish- 
man, bert White, was inted for ten 
years in 1400 by the Actin Master de Carafa, 
of the same section, not, however, in succes- 
sion to his namesake, but on a removal of 
Holt for not paying responsions. In 1410, 
Thomas Butler, base son of the Earl of 
Ormond, was formally confirmed as having 
been in possession when the Council of Pisa 
was held in 1409. This Thomas Butler 
obtained from the Chapter General at Aix 
a privilege that the Irish priory, when 
vacant, should be filled, not by an election in 
the English auberge at Rhodes, to which it 
sent few of its knights, but by an election in 
lreland, subject only to confirmation by the 
Grand Master and Convent. In 1418 Butler 
led a strong Irish contingent with Henry V. 
to Norman 5 and was killed at ‘the siege of 
Rouen on 10th August, 1419. Thereupon 
began that contest for the priorship between 
the Irish amd the English members o” the 
Langue, in which the authorities at Knodes 
showed themselves more favourable to the 
English side, and the Irish became more 
and mbre estranged and _  insubordinate., 
until finally, under James Keating, appointed 
at Rhodes, 7th July, 1461, the authority of 
the grand master and convent was openly 
flouted. 


KEATING DEPRIVED. 


After 1466, Keatthg refused to pay any of 
his debis to the Common Treasury; he dis- 
regarded a summons to the defence of Rhodes 
in 1461 and was deprived for contumacy 
and disobedience, Marmaduke Lomelay, an 
English knight, being sent from es to 
supersede him. But Lomelay had no sooner 
landed in Ireland than Keating seized him, 


deprived him of his bulls and letters, and sent 
him, utterly cowed, to live as preceptor at 


‘Kilsaran, which was the grand master’s own 


‘camera in ireland. Keating was again 
formally deprived in 1494, and Thomas 
Docray appointed in his place. Docray 
resigned within three months, and Keating 
was not further disturbed in his lawless 
career. He is said to have died miserably 
out of Ireland; bat nothing exact is known 
of his end. He was, perhaps, slain in some 
conflict in England in support of Perkin 
Warbeck. He was the ijast man of Ireland 
birth to hold the priory of Ireland.

INVESTIGATION BY AN 
IRISH AIRMAN.

From A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


MARSEILLES, Tuesday. 
There is something of a mystery as to 
the circumstences of the air accident in 
which the Irish airman, Mr. Manco | 
Scally. lost his life when his aeroplane 
crashed at Berre, near here, on Sunday, 
February 2ist. The wreckage of the 
machine has not been disturbed. and an 
armed guard has been maintained by the 
French aviation authorities since the 
crash occurred, A pilot of the seaplane 
station at Berre has stated that the pro- 
peller of the aeroplane “as stopped before 
the mathine dived to earth, and this 
would appear to indicate engine failure 
in the air. : 
To-night Mr. L. J. Stanton, M.R.Ae.5., 
who is the ground engineer of the Irish 
Aero Club and licensed by the British Air 
Ministry for aircraft design and construc- 
tion, arrived by air from London, and 
stated that he has been requested by the 
late Mr. Scally's relations to make an 
investigation as to the cause of the 
accident. It is also understood that he 
has been asked to supply a copy of his 
report to the Department of Industry and 
Commerce in Dublin, and, if necessary, 
will send it to the British Air Ministry 
for their information. He is to begin his 
investigations to-morrow,

Mr. Wedgwood (Labour, Newcastle- 
under-Lyme), in the House of Commons 
yesterday, asked if the Secretary for 
Dominion Affairs could give any in- 
formation as to the present situation in 
Ireland, more particuiarly in connection 
with the Treaty, and his continued re- 
sponsibility for relations with Southern 
Ireland. 
Mr. Thomas—No, sir. His Majesty's 
Government in the United Kingdom 
regard the relations between this country 
and the Irish Free State as resting upon 
the Treaty of 1921. This was made 
abundantly clear in the debates on the 
Statute of Westminster. The position has 
not altered since. 
Mr. Wedgwood—Will the right hon. 
gentleman bear in mind that our associa- 
tion with Southern Ireland is becoming 
quite as distasteful to the English as it 
is apparently, to the people of Southern 
Ireland !

FOREIGN BACON. 


with the necessity for a tariff, Mr.

AMBITIOUS CO. DUBLIN 
INSPECTION SCHEME.

SCHEME for providing a _ school 
medical service in County Dublin was 
approved at a meeting of the County 
of Health yesterday, Mr. M. 
residing. 
Dr. 7 A. arbison, Medical Officer of 
Health, in submitting his draft scheme, 
stated that the service was necessary under 
the Public Health (Medical Treatment of 
Children) (Ireland) Order, 1920. It will pro- 
vide for the medical inspection of all 
children attending elementary schools within 
the Dublin County health district, the 
Borough of Dun Laoghaire, and the Urban 
District of Howth. This would, it was 
estimated, comprise a school population of 
some 14.000 children. 

Dr. Harbison pointed out that the largest 
single defect found at! school medical inspec- 
tions was dental trouble, and to provide 
treatment for those unable to afford it them- 
selves, he suggested the establishment of a 
dental clinic, to be held one day each week, 
in the North aud South Dublin areas. 

Another defect among school children, for 
which provision would have to be made, was 
the prevalence of enlarged tonsils and 
adenoids, necessitating an operation. Children 
with defective vision would require examina- 
tion, and in certain cases prescriptions for 
glasses would have to he given. 

The Board adopted the estimate of demand 
on the County Council for the County Board 
of Health services during the coming year. 
The secretary had estimated a total of 
£70,478 10s., but by the limitation of work on 
certain rural sewerage schemes this amount 
was reduced by approximately £5,000. This 
years demand shows an increase ón last 
year's, when the grant totalled £58,220.

APPEALIN GREYHOUND 
RACECOURSE CASE.

JUDGMENT FOR £5,760 
REVERSED. 


The Court of Appeal, London, yesterday 
reversed a judgment awarding £5,760 to Mrs. 
Winifred Spate, of Morpeth Mansions, 
London, against Mr. Herbert E. Hilk, Mr. 
Brian F. O'Shaughnessy, and Broad Street 
Investments, as promoters of Associated 
Greyhound Racecourses. 

Associated Greyhound Racecourses, now 
said to be earning a profit, was formed to 
take over eight greyhound racing tracks in 
England and Ireland. The issue of shares to 
the public was not successful, and under- 
writers were called upon to take 68 per 
cent. of the shares they had underwritten. 

Mrs. Spate alleged that che was induced 
to enter into a contract. to sub-underwrite 
shares by untrue statements in a draft 
prospectus,

draft prospectus were true, and exonerated

ord Justice Slesser dissented so far as 
Mr. Herbert Hill and the company were 
concerned. 

Lord Justice Scrutton, giving judgment, 
said that Mrs. Spate was said to a lady 
of wealth, and was certainly a lady of ex- 
perience in company matters. The state- 
ments of which she complained were true, 
and there was no evidence to justify the 
jury which sat with Mr. Justice Horridge in 
finding otherwise. 

Mr. O'Shaughnessy was entitled to the 
testimonial of Admiral Fremantle: “He has 
been solicitor to my company for four years, 
and he deserves and has my full confidence. 

Lord Justice Greer concurred. 

Lord Justice Slesser, who thought that the 
findings of the jury could not be disturbed, 
held that statements in the prospectus were 
not true. “‘Everybody knows,” he said, 
“- that half the truth is no better than down- 
right falsehood.”’ 

So far as Mr. O’Shaugsnessy was concerned, 
however, the matter came before him only as 
a solicitor. There was no evidence that Mr. 
O'Shaughnessy wilfully allowed the untrue 
statement to be eer” 

By a majority the Court allowed the appeal.

Expressions of good-will from the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin and other prominent citizens 
were. a feature of the speeches at, the 
St. David's Day dinner, at the Gresham 
Hotél, Dublin, last night, of the St. David's 
Society of Ireland. 

Mr. T.-H. Morris, vice-presiderit, presided, 

and a message wishing the Sociéty success 
from Senator Sir John Purser Griffith was 
read. 
The toast of '- Wales ' was proposed by 
Aldermen Alfred Byrne, T.D,, Lord Mayor 
of Dublin. During no period of history, he 
said, had conditions, both in Wales and in 
Ireland, changed so much as since their last 
annual dinner, and at no period were they 
able to look forward more hopefully to the 
rosperity which they heard .so much. about. 
Hie did mot think that in Wales or in Ireland 
they need hesitate to go forward with a feel- 
ing of safety. 

‘ To-day,’ he.continued, “ marks a new 
period in the history of the great Common- 
wealth of Nations in which we of this country 
have the honour to be ecorequal members. I 
fee] that England in breaking away from the 
old idea of complete Íree trade, whether with 
countries, tihendly or otherwise, hás done a 
= days work both for Wales and for 
reland. ' i 

““ When, for the first time in history, tariffs 
are imposed in Britain against outside 
countries, we are fortunate here that we are 
members of the great Commonwealth of 
Nations. As a result of this legislation, from 
which the Commonwealth will benefit, we in 
this country hope to benefit considerably. 

“I say without fear of contradiction,” 
declared the Lord Mayor, “ that the powers 
that rule in this country will recognise that 
point also.

“1 beheve it is the duty of all of us to 
give our fullest support to the new Govern- 
ment that has taken charge of the fortunes of 
this country, he proceeded, ‘‘and, so far as I 
am concerned, that will be done.

It is our boast, 
as it used to be England’s boast, that we 
best civil service in the world.

It was ltis belief that trade would grow 
between the two countries, and he thought it 
was well that the dumping of cheap foreign 
goods had ceased, and that they should know 
that any industrial commodities that they re 
quired could be purchased from firms who 
employed trade union labour and gave good 
employment throughout the British Common- 
wealth. He was anxious also to impress 
upon Great Britain that the Free State grew 
and could supply the best produce in the 
world. 

Mr. C. D. Watters, proposing the toast of 
“The Free State,” remarked that changes of 
Government did no harm, but often did good. 
The Welsh people, he declared, were the most 
sincere well-wishes oí the Free State and good 
citizens of the land which had afforded them

Cars of over nine 
horse power must -keep. an average s 
of twenty five miles an 
thousand miles, while cats of smaller’ h.p, 
must average twenty-two m.pyh. Since, how: 
ever, cars refueling en goute and drivers 
must needs eat, all com rs Must improve 
on these spéeds in order to gain time for 
stops by the way. Actually the average speed 
for the forty hours allotted “will be close on 
forty mph: 

The nine sterting points and the number 
of cars starting from each were as follow :— 

London (140), Bath (57), Norwich (24), 
Leamington (30), Buxton (28), Harrogate 
(15), Laverpool (27), Newcagtle-on-Tyne (16) 
and Edinburgh (15). 

Over one thousand motorists are taking 
part in the event, for, in addition to the 
drivers, there are spare drivers, and in most 
of the larger cars at least two passengers 
as well. 

The total distance to be covered by all 
the competitors is close on four hundred 
thousand miles, and it is estimated that. 
when Torquay is reached, the petrol con- 
sumed by the competing cars will be over 
twenty thousand gallons. While the cars 
themeelves represent the latest models of 
almost every prominent make of British and 
foreign motorcar, the drivers and entrants 
are no lets well known.

(Wednesday) morning we shall, we hope, be 
close to the Bristol baoil and two hours 
later will be leaving North Wales. Just after 
the turn of noon, if all goes well, we will be 
on the Scottish border, and then we make for 
the Yorkshire moors, where, if we have 
guined on our schedule, we snatch three hours’ 
sleep and a meal before proceeding. That, 
at any rate, is the plan which we have in 
mind. As to its fulfillment, time, I think, 
will show it as being correct, Our drivers, 
at any rate, are most sanguine.

JUVENILES. 


FEW OPENINGS IN 
SKILLED TRADES. 


CALL FOR SHOP HOURS’ 
REFORM. 


ORE boys were placed in employment 
M through the Juvenile Section oí the 
Dublin Employment mache e in 1951 
than in any year since 1925, but t was a 
definite decrease, as compered with the pre- 
vious year, in the number of girls for whom 
positions were found. 

During 1931 the Dublin Advisory Com- 
mittee for Juvenile Employment received 
fresh applications from 1, boys and 1,676 
girls. For boys 337 vacancles were notified, 
and of these 310 were filled, the figures show. 
ing an increase of 6 in the vacancies notified 
— Wa in those filled when compared with 


“There was, it is true,” states the report, 
““a scarcity of openings for boys in skilled 
trades, but this blem, which is of long 
standing, is not ly to be solged until the 
prevailing econonth ion is relieved.” 

For girls the number of vacancies notified 
was 342, as opposed to 473 in 1930, while the 
number placed was 316, showing a decrease of 
118 on the figure for the previous year. This 
decrease was attributed to the scarcity of fac- 
tory work and the fact that fewer domestic 
vacancies for juveniles were available. 

During the year fresh claims to reg 
ment insur benefit were lodged by 7 
boys ara 716 girls, and at the end of the 
twleve iro~‘hs’ period under review 96 boys 
and 140 gitls were signing the unemployed 
register, 7 figures show an increase of 
100 fresh wag boys and five by girls 
compared with 1930. 

ith rd to the courses of instruction 
for onóir mí juveniles at vocational educa- 
tion centres, the ee states that there was 
no difficulty in maintaining distipline at the 
centre for girls, but the boys proved trouble- 
some, and sume of the delinquents were tem- 
porarily deprived of their benefit, This action 
had an excellent effect, and since then no 
adverse reports had been received. The aver- 
age weekly attendance at the centres was 9

STATEMENT.

IR JOHN GILMOUR, in moving the 
saetónd reading of the W'xeat Bill in the 
Hotise of Commons yesterday, stressed 

the need for ding something te assist 
British farmers. The bill, he said, was 
agreed to by the interests concerned, and 
their répresentatives had met him in the 
friendliest possible manner. 

The bill contained two distinct proposals. 
Toe first was designed to secure for the 
rowers a standard price aud a market for 
ansan wheat of millable quality. The 
second was a provision - vege BE“ by 
uota ments f millers and importers 
of wl gy the fund ps Rowe to enable wheat- 
growers to obtain a standard price. The 
standard price was to be 10s. a cwt., which 
was equivalent to 45s. a quarter of 504 Ib. 
He thought that tie House would agree 
that the bill would have been of little use 
to the wheat-growers had they fixed the price 
too low, as in such a case the great majority 
of growers could not produce wheat without 
loss. On the other band, it was not desir- 
able to fix the price so high that wheat 
cultivators would be encouraged to grow 
wheat on unsuitable soils. It was proposed 
taat the whole position should be reviewed 
in three years’ time, when the Minister 
would be empowered, if it was considered 
necessary, to revise the price as from the 
ist August, 1935. 


ENSURING SALE. 

The House would, of course, appreciate 
that a plan designed to ensure an 
enhanced price for millable wheat must, 
if it was to be of real value... be 
accompanied by a provision which would 
ensure that tre ha who produced 
millable wheat should be able to sell it. It 
was, therefore, proposed that the Wheat Com- 
mission might in June of any year after 1932 
make recommendations to the Minister that 
the stock of home-grown wheat of millable 
quality of the previous year remaining unsold 
should be bought by the millers from the 
registered growers. On receiving that repre- 
sentation, the Minister would be empowered 
to require the Flour Millers’ Corporation to 
buy unsold stock on the basis of prices 
specified in the order, though not to the extent 
of more than 12) per cent. of the anticipated 
supply of the year. He was advised thé 
existence of these obligations would consider- 
ably strengthen the position of farmers and 
sellers of wheat. 

There would be a limit placed apon the 
quantity of wheat to which the standard price 
would apply, as a safeguard against exploita- 
tion of the scheme by dishonest persons, who 
might svek to obtain payments to which they 
were not really entitled. The quantity which 
the Minister could fix as the anticipated 
supply in any one year was the suggested 
gure of twenty-seven million cwt., or. the 
equivalent of six million quarters of 5041b. 

For the first time for ninety yedys. Parlia- 
ment was being asked to agree to a policy 
which, in the interests of home agriculture. 
would require flour consumers to pay a special 
charge thet would be hichest when flour was 
cheapest and lowest when flour was dearest. 


PRICE OF BREAD. 


The Government did not anticipate that 
there would be a permanent increase in the 
price of bread as a result of the bill. The 
wholesale price of flour would probably be 
mcreased by the amount of the quota pay- 
ment, but it was very doubtful whether it 
wonld have any appreciable effect on retail 
prices, so far as bread was concerned. 

The bill contained no provision which 
interfered wit! the importation of wheat into 
the United Kingdom, and the consumers of 
bread and the I of poultry would still 
be able to benefit from cheap supplies of im- 

wheat.

THE PRESENT.

RITERS on golf have for some months beca 
= by the announcement that the 
oyal and Ancient Club of At. Andrews 
and the American Association were negotiating 
— the object of tightening up the amateur 
status. 

it was freely rumoured that the authorities con- 

templated “ professionalising ” certain Britishers 
whose reputations as golfing journalista extend 
far beyond their own country, and that members 
of the regular reporting staffs of newspapers and 
news agencies whose professional duties incinde 
the reporting of golf championships might possibly 
he mentioned in the revised definition of an 
amateur golfer. 
That the amateur status needs tightening up 
goes without saying; but the professional 
journalist, possibly with a handicap ef 25, who 
has to write of all branches of sport, and inte 
whose work golf enters but sparingly, attached 
little credence to the rumour that he was about 
to be transfermed inte a full-biown professional 
golfer by the governing bady.

INCREASED RECEIPTS. 


The receipts from tramway ers were | 
£530,494, or.an increase of £11,772, and from 
‘bus passengers an increase of £1,857. 
Taking the combined passenger receipts, they 
had a grand total of £668,964, showing an 
increase of £13,629. It was, of course, of 
vital importance to maintain the volume of 
trafac, and, under the conditions thoy ; 
this increase was particularly gratifying. To 
secure the increased traffic, however, it had 
been necessary to run extra mileage, ahd in 
various ways increase their expenses; so that 
the larger business was not reflected in the 
net revenue account, the balance being sdme- 
what less than for the corresponding period. 
The increase of £29,442 in working expenses 
on the debit side of the accounts was mainly 
explained by their having run 446,550 addi- 
tional car miles, necessitating an increase of 
732.760 units of electricity. There was also 
additional cost for maintenance of track and, 
under Abstract C, a considerable increase in 
trafic wages. Further, they would not be 
surprised at the rather abnormal increase in 
expenditure on cars, as shown in Abstract B, 
if they had noticed what was being done, as 
he was sure they had. Altogether, the in- 
creased mileage reduced the receipts Ly car 
mile from 14.0554. for previous year to 15.684d.

Although -the trams had in Se yout 
been subjected to intense and, probably they 
would agree, unfair, competition from ‘buses, 
the directors had never lost faith in the 
eficiency of the system, and its suitability to 
meet the requirements of the public, as the 
safest and best form of “transport for the 
city. lt was necessary, however; that cars 
should be made as attractive as possible, and, 
with this in view, 96 was decided to embark 
on a rebuilding programme, and provide cars 
as up-to-date as possible. The improved 
tram now ‘running, dubbed “the luxury 
tram,’ was designed and built by their own 
people at their own works. During the year 
1931 they turned out and put into service ter 
of these; a furthér five had since been 
finished, while fourteen more are in various 
stages of construction. These new cars seemed 
to have met with general approval, and, while 
their cost had been heavy, they had certainly 
helped the Traffic Department towards the 
increase in the tiumber of passengers carried.

VENUS PHOTOGRAPHED.

screen over their headlights in a fog. The 
wave-length of red light is greater than 


the diameter of the fog particles, which, 


therefore, cannot stop the red waves 
entirely: just as the Moon, when at her 
greatest distance from us, cannot entirely 
cover the Sun, and we get an annular, 
and not a total, eclipse. On the other 
hand, the short violet waves are less in 
size than the f rticles, and are 
blocked out completely. Some of the 
photographs of Venus taken thus have 
shown cloud-belts like those of Suite. 
Others show obligue streaks resembling 
what the Earth's trade winds would show 
to a spectator outside of our a . 
The value of these observations is that 
they negative the fancy rotation periods 
ee | axial inclinations which certain 
theorists were fond of attributing to the 
planet. These appearances are only con- 
sistent with a normal length of day and @ 
normal inclination of the planet's axis. 
Next to the Earth and Mars,-Venus is the 
best fitted of the planets to support life, 
but she is probably in an earlier stage of 
life-bearing than either. 

Mars rises and sets almost with the 
Sun, and is invisible. With Jupiter in 
the east and Venus in the west, we have 
at present the two most brilliant 
well displayed in the evening. sky. 
Jupiter is the amateur astronomer’s best 
friend among the planets, being surpassed 
by the Moon alone as an object for small 
telescopes. The most unassuming of 
instruments will show his satellites and 
their changing positions. ‘Indeed, such 
a telescope as that with which Galileo dis- 
covered them in 1610 any handy man 
could make for himself for about two 
shillings. A spectacle lens of thirty 
inches focus, or thereabouts, a small con- 
cave lens of two inches focus, and a paste- 
board tube twenty-eight inches long are 
the essentials. With just such materials 
the writer of these notes, when a boy of 
ten, constructed his first telescope, and 
viewed the satellites of Jupiter, the 
mountains in the Moon, and the phases 
of Venus. Jupiter’s satellites are just 
on the verge of naked-eye visibility, and 
the slightest optical assistance suffices to 
render them visible. Satellite phenomens 
of interest will occur at convenient hours 
on the 2nd, 4th, 6th; 13th, 20th; 27th and 
20th. Saturn is a morning star, rising 
in the twilight, and will be of little use 
to the observer. !
